ETROIT, Sept. 1.—In- 

troduction of the new 
Chrysler four makes eight 
volume producers now com- 
peting in the light-car field 
with closed models ranging 
from $800 downward. 


As recently as three years ago 
only three major producers were 
offering any models undcr $800 
and of these Ford was the only 
producer offering a closed car 
under $800. 

In 1923 the Ford touring sold at 
$375 and the sedan at $685; Chev- 
rolet touring was $525 and the 
sedan $860, while Overland touring

year. Chrysler has orders for the 
four in excess of 30,000, which will 
swell the total gains further. 

Here is an estimated gain to the 
tight car field of at least 645,000 
vnits in the four leading com- 
panies alone, which does not in- 
elude the gains by light models of 
Nash, Overland, Oldsmobile and 
ethers. The gains of the latter. as 
compared with 1923, are estimated 


120.000, making a total indicated 
gain to the light car field since 
1923 of around 765,000.

This gain, however, will be cut 
down if Ford fails to show sales 
of at least 2,000,000 units in 1926. 
The best estimates are that 
Ford will sell 1,750,000 units or 
345,000 less than in 1923. De- 
dueting this estimated loss, the 
light car gains drop to 420,000. 

The contrast between 1923 and 
1926 prices is particularly note- 
worthy in the closed cars. Dodge 
sedan, which sold at $1,440 in 
1923, now sells at $895, while the 
Chevrolet sedan, which listed at 
$860 three years ago, now sells for 
$735, and Chevrolet has a coach 
at $645, which is superior to the 
sedan of 1923 at $860. Ford four-

OME years ago a distinguished French lawyer, being 
asked what fundamental he always looked for in his 
criminal cases, replied: “Cherchez la femme,” which is 
freely translated, “Always look for the woman,” The 
French police departments have since adepted the-ep!:gram 
of the cynical jurist as a practical guide in the solution of 
crime. 

It may seem a far cry from a French court to an Ameri- 
can sales room, but the automobile salesman of today will do 
well to translate the old French tag into something like 
“Sell the woman” and practice accordingly. 

It is a fact today that the woman in the household 
plays a large part in the selection of the new car. She 
may not be the predominating factor in every case, but 
her influence will be present in the final selection made. 
Some students of automotive salesmanship hold that, 
woman's influence in purchases is as much as 90 per 
cent. of the total. The salesman who neglects this great 
factor in purchasing is losing a great many sales. 

This does not mean that the man—he who pays— 
should be overlooked, but the smart salesman will sell the 
man on the mechanical perfection, the economy and effi- 
ciency of the car, while he sells the woman of the household 
on the beauty, comfort and style of the car he represents. 

In spite of the fact that this would seem to be almost 
self-evident, we doubt that 10 per cent. of all automobile 
salesmen make any real effort to interest the women in 
their cars. Yet it is easier to. get at women to demonstrate 
the car. Most of them are at home for a large part of the 
day, and in a great many cases a demonstration offered to 
the prospect’s wife will be the deciding factor in selling" 
the car. 

Think it over, you salesmen. 


Better Fuel 


ROM the laboratory of the Bureau of Mines in Washing- 

ton comes the announcement that gasoline this summer 
is better than that marketed last year. The gas is more 
volatile, has more fuel value per unit and produces more 
energy. 

We have spoken more than once of the efforts that are 
being made to conserve our motor fuel supply by inducing 
greater economy in its use. The automobile engineers are 
contributing to this by giving us engines that produce a 
given amount of power with less expenditure of fuel. Now 
the petroleum chemists are making progress on the other 
side of the problem, stretching the gasoline to give greater 
power per unit by making it more volatile and more pow- 
erful. 

In a recent issue of the Automotive Daily News there 
was a brief announcement from Berlin of the discovery by 
a German scientist of a new method of turning wood into 
gasoline at about one-third the cost of the ordinary motor 
fuel imported into Germany. This is the third recent 
announcement of new methods of producing gasoline from 
raw materials not now used for that purpose. While none 
of the present methods may work, the problem is being 
worked on so feverishly by scientists all over the world that 
it is not going to be very long before we get word of a really 
startling discovery.

‘NAVY PUSHED ENGINE 
DESPITE SKEPTICISM 








Commander Wilson is head of 
. the engine section of the Navy 

Department’s Bureau of Aero- 
naatics, and its pioneer work in 
developing the use of air-cooled 
engines, he declares, “has been 
pushed along by the navy in the 
face of considerable skepticism,” 
bat with the resultant ‘very 
greatest satisfaction” of seeing 
each engines extensitely and 
successtully employed in com- 
mercial aviation.
